Whereas a Bill further to amend the Indian Railways Act 1890 
has been introduced in Parliament but has not yet been passed; 

And whereas Parliament is not in session and the Vice-President 
acting as President is satisfied that circumstances exist which 
render it necessary for him to take immediate action to give effect 
to the provisions of the Bill; 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (!) 
of article 123 of the Constitution, the Vice-President acti;« • r -;« 
President is pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance:-

2. During the period of operation of this Ordinance, the Indian 
Railways Act, 1890 (hereinafter referred to a s the principal Act!, 
shall have effect subject to the amendments specified in sections 3 and 
4. 

3 In section 112 oi the principal Act,- 

(a) in sub-section (2), for the words “which may extend to 
one hundred rupees”, the words “which shall not be less than ten 
rupees but which may extend to five hundred rupees” shall be 
substituted; 

(b) in sub-section (IA), for the words "fifty naye poise' 1 , the 
words “ten rupees'’ shall be substituted. 

4. In section 113 of the principal Act, in sub-section (3) 

(o) in the opening paragraph, for the words “fifty naye 
paise”, the words “ten rupees” shall be substituted: 

(b) in the first proviso, for the words “nearest multiple of 
five naye paise, or fifteen naye paise”, the words "nearest multiple 
of five paisa, or five rupees” shall be substituted
